Ample Provision for Transportation to 
and for Their Entertainment at Tree 
View Farm—No One Allowed to Go 
WtL1 Be Permitted to Spsnd a Cent 
While Away From the City. 


Applications from mothers who want ro go 
with their sick children to the Summer Camp 
in the Phiasas on Monday have been numer- 
ous, but the camp is broad and can be ex- 
tended to accommodate all who apply. 

The first party ofchildren and mothers will 
goto the eamp on the St. Louis harbor boat 
which will leave the Diamond Jo wharfboat, 
at the foot of Washington avenue, at 8 o’clock 
on Monday morning. Any mother with sick 
and ailing children will be furnished witha 
ticket on application to the nearest police 
station, and a note from any regular physi- 
clan will serve in lieu of a ticket. 

Physicians and other persons knowing of 
deserving cases will confer a favor on the 
Post-DisPatcu by notifying this office, as it 
is desired to extend the benefits of this 
charity to everyone entitled to them. 

The beneficiaries will be at no cost what- 
ever from the time they leave their homes 
until they return. The steamboat ride to 
Elsah, which is the landing nearest the 
camp, will be free, food, medica) attendance 
and everthing else will be free, and they will 
be provided with free transportation back to 
the city. 

Those who gotothe camp on Monday will 
return the following Monday, when another 
party will be installed in thecamp. Excep- 
tions will be made in cases that the doctor 
thinks needa longerstay. Dr, T. J. Russell 
will be the first physician at the camp. He 
Will be alded by Br. A. V. L. Brokaw and 
other members of the staff should he require 
assistance. 

The camp is on Teee View Farm, one mile 
back from the Mississippi River and 3800 feet 
above the river’s level in the Piasas. The 
main building was formerly the country home 
of Senator Semple and hundreds have been 
entertained there. A number of outbuild- 
ings and numerous broad, strong tents with 
wood floors supplement the farm house, 

The doctor will have possession of a lodge 
atthe gate of the grounds and will have an 
ample supply of drugs, generously donated 
by the Meyer Bros. Drug Co. and the Momtt - 
West Drug Co. There will be a superin- 
tendent and matron in charge and an ex- 
pericnced cook will have direction of the 
kitchen. 4 

The expenses of thiscamp are borne bya 
fund made up of contributions from friends 
ofthe children.

To Cancel City Insuranocs. 


City Comptreller Sturgeon will cancel aly 
policies of insurance taken out by the city on 
its bulldings and property in which there are 


clauses or provisions compelling the city to 
insure up to 80 per cent of the actual value of 
the property. 

This is done in pursuance of an opinion ob- 
tained from the City Counselor as to the 
effect.of the act of the last,yJegisiature bear- 
ing on thissubject. This abt passed in April 
last and went into effect on the 23d of June. 

It provides in substance that any clause or 
provision, in a policy taken out for insur- 


ance against fire, which states that the 
party insured by that company 
must either insure the roperty 


up toa certain percentage of its value, or be 
considered a co-insurer of the property to 
that amount, shall be null and void. 

In other words, if the city insures a piece 
of property worth $500,000 or $100,000 1 
and the policy provides that it must be 


insured for per cent of its value 
or $400,000, the latter provision is 
void and the * can recover 
the full $100,009 in case of loss by fire. This 


new law, however, does not affect the old 
policies in existence, as under them the 
city would, In the case mentioned above, be 
considered a co-insurer to the extent of 
$300,000, andthe company would only have to 
pay $25,000 in case of complete loss. It is for 
this reason that the City Counselor 
advicesthe Comptroller to cancel all aut - 
standing policies and take out others for the 
short term under the law which vitiates 
these saving clausesand will enable the city 
to recover the full amount for which the 
property is insured,

ENGLAND AND HER DRUNKARDS. 


Severe Repressive Laws Proposed by a 
Parlismentary Committee. 


From the Springfield Republican. 

The British Parliament has before it the 
report ofa committee recommending a much 
more drastic method of dealing with drunk- 
ardsthan British law now permits. This 
committee was appointed under the Salisbury 
Government and has among its members 
several eminent physicians and the superin: 
tendent of the Broadmore Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum, Underan act passed in 1879 there 


were established some retreats or reformia- 
tories for the treatment and cure of drunk- 
ards who chose to go tothem voluntarily. 
This committee finds that a considerable 
portion of the drunkards who enter these 
reformacories are cured and that more would 
be if they would remain longer; therefore 
they recommend that Parliament give magis- 
trates the power to send these dipsomantiacs 
to these retreats for a period not exceeding 
two years. 

This commitment may be made on petition 
of the relatives of the inebriate or at the dis- 
cretion of the Magistrate, and it subjects the 
drunkard toa rigorous discipline and close 
confinement it necessary. A drunkard may 
still be admitted to these retreats on his own 
petition, but once in he must stay there until 
discharged as cured. He may select his own 
retreat, whether sentenced or voluntarily 
going there, and such property as he has 
would be HNable for his and his family’s 
maintenance during his continement. The 
poorer classes are be provided for out of 
the public treasury or in public asylums. 

The semi-criminal class of habitual drunk- 
ards with whomthe police have to deal, 
are to be subject to an indeterminate sen- 
tence, which shall not be less than a year, 
upon their third conviction for drunken- 
ness or being proved guilty of ill treatment 
or neglect of their families. It is,also pro- 
posed to give the police in the large towns 
and cities the power to arrest, without a 
warrant, all persons found drunk on the 
public streets orin public places and lock 
them up until they can de tried before a 
magistrate. . 

These last suggestions of the committee 
are regarded as bola and almost revolution- 
ary, for the right of the Briton tobe drunk 
on the streets has been regarded as an in- 
alienable one. Public sentiment is said, how 
ever, to approve the recommendations of 
this committee, which are largely based on 
the legislation in force in several of our 
States, and they are likely to be enacted by 
me Commons and probably by the Lords 
algo. 


The Inconceivable Problem. 


From the Fortnightly HKeview. 

The volume occupied by this stupendous 
globe (of ours), which includes within it all 
possible visible material, must be but a speck 
when compared withthe space which con- 


tains it. Think of the water iu the Atlantic 
Ocean, and think of the water in a single 
drop. As the drop is to the Atlantic Ocean 
so is the sphere which we have been trying 
to conceive iu the boundless extent of space. 
As faras we know, it would seem that there 
could be quite as many of such spheres in 
space as there are drops of water in the At- 
lantic Ocean. Andin all probability, these 
other spheres throughout space are tenant- 
ed by stars,systems and galaxies just as 
grand in themselves, just as imposing in 
their collocations, and just as overwhelming 
in theirjmyriads as are those which lie within 
that one particular sphere of which alone we 
know anything with certainty. 
Provided with this conception, we see at 
once that the doctrine of a visible central 
sun is an absurdity. As to whether there 
may be some central sun somewhere or other 
I can express no opinion, save that I do not 
see any reason whatever to think that such a 
body should exist. But we may feel practi- 
cally certain, according to all rational 
grounds of probability. that even if there 
were a central sun inthe universe it would 
not lle within our ken. Suppose that in the 
wide extent of the Atlantic ocean there was 
one individual diatom of a specially in- 
teresting character; I do not mean one 
species with its myriad individuals, but one 
solitary specimen of a particular micro- 
scopic organism, which happened to flourish 
somewhere or other in the North or South 
Atlantic Ocean at some depth or other from 
the surface. 
» Suppose that absolutely nothing further 
known as to the whereabouts of this in- 
dividual object, it might, for anything we 
could tell, lie beneath a mighty ice floe in the 
arctic regions; it might be miles deep under 
the Caribbean Sea; it might be basking on the 
surface in the equatorial regions; it. might be 
tossed in the surf on the shores of St. Helena; 
it 2 be floating at the mouth of the Ama- 
zon; it might be off the Cape of Good Hope, 
or amid the Antarctic ice

obtain that unique and extraordinary speci- 
men for his collection imagine that if he 
went down to the coast of Cornwall and lift- 
ed a single drop from the Atlantic he would 
have such inconceivably good fortune as to 
find in it this rare diatom of which but a 
single individual existed throughout the 
militons of cubic miles of water which com- 
pose that mighty ocean? Of course the mere 
statement of such a cage is sufficient to show 
its absurdity.

The 
Canadian commissioffers selected this occa- 
sion to dedicate the Dominion Government 
building at the Fair. These ceremonies were 
of an informal character, and when they 
were finished the societies and organiza- 


tions and citizens who were present» 


repaired to Festival Hall, where the 
formal exercises in celebration 
of the day took place. From the time the 
gates of the Fair were opened until the dedi- 
catory exercises began visitors from across 
the northern boundary of the United States 
continued to arrive at the Canadian Bulld- 
ing. It was attractively decorated with flags 
and streamers, and flowers, ferns and foliage 
plants were tastefully arranged about the 
rooms. At the appointed hour for the dedi 
cation the Hon. J. 8. Larke, the Executive 
Commissioner for the Dominion of Canada, 
in the name of Queen Victoria and the people 
of Canada declared the building open and 
said that all citizens of Canada and all sub- 
jects of the Queen would find a welcome 
within its walls. Hearty cheers and en- 
thusiastic applause followed and then 
the military, civic and social organizations 
formed in line and marched down the lake 
front tothe court of honor, and thence to 
the Transportation Building, where the mili- 
tary bands played the Dead March from 
Saul’’ in honor of the ill-fated Victoria, The 
procession then proceeded to Festival Hall, 
In the procession were the band of the Gren- 
adier Guards, a company of the Royal Horse 
Artillery, Licut. Reymer’s command from 
the ist Life Guards, a company of the 6th 
Royal Irish Lancers, a company of the lith 
Hussars under Lieut. Turner, and detach- 
ments from the famous Black Watch Regi- 
ment, the Connaught Rangers, the King’s 
Royal Rifles and Capt. Rawson's Infantry 
Brigade. 

The exercises in Festival Hall were begun 
by an address by the Hon. M. R. R. Cock- 
burn, M. P \ of Toronto. Mayor Carter U.

Adian-American League and by 
the old Canadian-Francais-American. 

The address of the day was delivered by the 
Hon. J. 8.

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SEVERAL CHANGES TO BE MADE IN BOTH 
HOUSES. 


New Secretary and Sergeant-at-Arms for 
the Senate Already Det>rmined Upon— 
Senator Stanford’s Successor—New 
Speaker, Clerk, Serzeant-at- Arms and 
Doorkeepsr for the House. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 1.—The calling 
of Congress in extra sessfon is already evok- 
ing gossip as to the reorganization of both 
bodies. Such changes as are to be made in 
the official force of the Senate, including a 
new Secretary and Sergeant-at-Arms, have 
already been determined upon, and the new 
officers will enter upon their duties and sal- 
aries when the Senate meets, The only new 
face on the floor of the Senate will be Mr. 
Stanford’s successor, appointed by the Gov- 
ernor of California. The other Senators 
were sworn in on March 5, last. A complete 
organization ofthe Houseis involved, with 
many new members to take their seats. 

A new Speaker, Clerk, Sergeant-at-Arms, 
Door-keeper and Postmaster are to be 
elected, and brand new committeesare to 
be appointed. This does not necessarily 
mean a change in the personnel of all of 
these offices, but it is quite in the bounds of 
probability that some of them may be sup- 
planted by new men. Astothe speakership 
it is universally conceded that Charles F. 
Crisp of Georgia will wield the gavel in the 
Fifty-third Congress. There is no talk of 
opposition to him, nor has there been any. 

As to the Clerkship, it would seem that the 
present Incumbent, James Kerr of Pennsyl- 
vania, occuples almost if not quite as satis- 
factory a position as Judge Crisp. The 
patronage of his office is quite extensive,and 

ome of the best paid positions in the House 
are within his gift, such as the Chief Clerk, 
the Journal and Assistant Journal Clerk, the 
reading clerks and a dozen others who get 
all the way from $1,800 to $3,000 per year. 

Ex-Representative Yoder of Ohio, who 
filled the office of Sergeant-at-Arms last 
time, will not get it again without a battle. 
Another Buckeye man, Mr. Sam E. Johnson 
ofthe Cincinnati Enquirer, has announced 
his candidacy for that office. It is said that 
the Ohio delegation may hold a conference 
and decide which of the two shall run, as it 
will be rather awkward for one State to pre- 
sent two candidates for the same place, But 
an Illinois man aiso has his eye on the place, 
He is Herman W. Snow, who was a member 
of the Fitty-second Congress, and it is said 
that the Illinois delegation will work val- 
lantly for his success. Mr. Snow is a man of 
means and was elected in a Republican dis- 
trict, the one formerly represented by Mr. 


Payson. 

There are entered for the office of Door- 
keeper Charles H. Turner of New York, who 
held the position during the Fifty-second 
Congress; Edwin B. Smith of Texas, at pres- 
ent Superintendent of the Clerk’s document- 
room, and possibly Mr. Thomas Jefferson 
Coakley of New York, a special employe of 
the last House. As Turner and Coakley are 
both Tammany Hall men it will be the prov- 
ince of Chief Richard Croker tosay which 
shall make the race. The indications are 
that Smith, whois a well-known newspaper 
man, will geta large Southern and Western 
support. The office of Doorkeeper is im- 
portant in that it controls the largest amount 
of patronage in the House. There are over 
130 positions that this official can distribute 
among the Congressmen whosupported him, 
ranging from $900 to $2,000. 

The last of the places is the post-office, 
which is fillea at present by Lycurgus Dalton 
ot Indiana. No candidate for his job has yet 
appeared, nor is any likely to appear. Mr. 
Dalton was also postmaster ofthe Fiftieth 
Congress. 

Mr. McMillin of Tennessee, it is said, has 
been selected as the floor leader of the Democ- 
racy, and Mr. Wilson of West Virginia will be 
chairman of the Committee on Ways and 
Means, succeeding Mr. Springer. It is not 
generally thought that Mr. Holman will be 
appointed chairman of the Committee on 
Appropriations. Mr. Sayers of Texas is fre- 
quently and earnestly mentioned as the next 
chairman of this important committee, as is 
also Mr. Dockery of Missouri. Mr, Tarnsey 
of that State has been making strong running 
for the pension chairmanship, anu at latest 
advices had no publicly announced oppo- 
nent.

E. C. Herman Suspected of Supplying 
Safe-Blower Bruce With His Implements. 


E. C. Herman of 210 North Thirteenth 
street, the machinist arrested late yesterday 
afternoon by Detectives McGrath and O’Con- 
nell, is charged with being the manufacturer 
of the tools which Charles Bruce, alias Boyd, 
the safe-blower in limbo at Terre Haute, 
Ind., used in his work. Herman has known 
Bruce for a number of years. He met him in 
this city and is alleged to have made tools for 
him at different intervals since they first met. 
A registered letter containing $15 was re- 
ceived by Herman from Brucea few days 
ago, and Chief of Police Maher 
of Terre Haute has found a 
registered letter in the ossession 
of Bruce’s father in Kansas City. his letter 
was sent the prisoner and it contained $30.

In calling Congress together in extra 
session Aug. 7 President Cleveland has 
merely fallen in line with the apparent 
general sentiment of the country that Con- 
gress ought to deal with the currency ques- 
tion with a view of relieving the financial 
stringency and quieting public apprehen- 
sion as soon as possible. It is impossible 
to foretell exactly what Congress {will 
do, but there is excellent’ ground 
for the belief that the Sherman 
law will be repealed. Canvasses of Con- 
gressional opinion indicate a safe majority 
tor the repeal. The fact that the President 
has called the extra session, at so early a 
date, combined with his known views as 
to the necessity. for repealing this meas- 
ure, is a strong indication that he believes 
there is such a majority. For the rest 
there is a disposition to trust to the wis- 
dom and patriotism of the Administration 
and Congress to find a safe. way out of our 
monetary difficulties. 

It is gratifying to note that the extra 
session is taken, not as a panic measure, 
but as a wise precaution, and that its 
effect has been good. The situation is un- 
doubtedly brightening. Values show an 
upward tendency, andeven silver seems to 
have recovered somewhat from the shock 
of the Indian blow. The truth is, the 
chief trouble now is timidity based upon 
apprehension and lack of confidence for 
which there is not sufficient ground. The 
collapse in security values has reached rock 
bottom. Few enterprises except those on 
a wild cat basis have gone under. There 
is plenty of money in the country and 
every dollar, as Secretary Carlisle says, is 
as good as gold for its face value. 
The Government stands back of 
it : guarantees it no matter 
what may be the price of silver. 
The banks are standing solidly together 
to prevent disaster to themselves and busi- 
ness interests. Grain is going to Europe, 
gold is coming back and the new crops are 
being harvested. 

The banks and business interests are 
hampered by the unreasonable hoarding of 
money through an unfounded scare at a 
panic bugaboo, It istime forthe people 
to pull themselves together and take a 
sensible view of the situation. When 
they do this money will flow into legiti- 
mate channels of trade and the financial 
situation will be all right. The only dan- 
ger of a panic lies in the foolish fear of one 
to which, under the reassuring conditions, 
people should have too much sense. to 
yield. a 


AN APPARENT LAW VIOLATION. 


Sec. 2569 of the Revised Statutes of Mis- 
souri provides: 

It shall be unlawful for any railroad com- 
pany, corporation or ipdividual owning, 
operating or managing any railroad inthe 
State of Missouri, to enter into any contract, 
combinationjor association, or by any manner 
of means whatever consolidate the stock, 
property or frachise of such corporation or 
individual, to to lease or purchase 
the works or franchises of, or in 
any way whatever to any 
degree exercise control over, any railroad 
company,corporation or individual or having 
under his or their control or management a 
parallel or competing ling in this State, but 
each and every such railroad, whether 
owned, operated or managed by a company, 
corporation or individual, shall be run, 
operated and managed separately by its own 
officers and agents and be dependent for its 
support on its own earnings from its local 
and through business in connection with 
other roads, and the facilities and accommo- 
dations it shall afford the public for travel 
and transportation under fair and open 
com petition. 

The St. Louls Merchants’ Bridge Ter- 
minal Railway Co. was chartered as an in- 
dependent competing terminal line. For 
this object it was granted valuable privi- 
leges by the city. It was given every fa- 
cility desired to make effective competi- 
tion. The city permitted itself to be belted 
with bands of steel for this purpose. Yet 
having been thus chartered und favored it 
has entered intoan arrangement, agree- 
ment or combination with its only com- 
petitor, the St. Louis Terminal Associe- 
tion, by which thé two lines are - be 
jointly operated for mutual benefit. The

ANOTHER WIRE VICTIM. 

The latest victim of overhead wires is 
little Johnny Falen, a 65-year-old boy 
who received an electric shock from a wire 
which had fallen from the pole during a 
storm ten daysago. The child lingered in 
agony for ten days and died yesterday. 

Although these accidents are recorded 
every week, Mr. Durant of the Bell Tele- 
phone Oo. says they are rare. From acor- 
poration point of view accidents which de- 
stroy human life are said to be rare until 
they become so numerous as to be more 
costly than preventive measures or until 
they make inroads on the labor supply and 
cause an increase of wages. But they will 
never be so frequent as to produce either 
of these results, so calamitous to dorpora- 
tion profits. Bades they will always be 
rare—from a corporation point of view. 

But this is not the view which the com- 
munity will willingly adopt. Human life 
is more sacred than corporation profits, 
especially if the profits are excessive and 
unearned. . The opposition of the com- 
panies to the underground plan is based 
upon a question of expense, which ought 
not to be considered in the face of the 
weekly killings which occur with clock- 
like regularity. No reason has ever been 
urged against the underground system ex- 
cept this and in the circumstances it 
would be brushed aside as both inhuman 
and impolitic.

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THE CAROLINA CRISIS. 


There is one man who to-day is paying 
no attention tothe dispatches about silver 
and who is not reading any of the reports 
of interviews with distinguished states- 
men who, for the public good, are kindly 
parting with such financial information as 
they may have about them, that it may be 
spread over the country and possibly 
prevent a collapse in the business of some 
good man who has been stretching the 
credit system and trusting to luck to keep 
him on his feet. This man who takes no 
interest in the pecuniary tumult is the 
South Carolinian. 

In the Palmetto State something is going 
on whichis stirring him more than he 
has been stirred since the dread day when 
the guns of Sumter began to bellow the 
news thata big war had begun and he was 
told that every South Carolinian was ex- 
pected to die in the last ditch. For days 
there has been a hurrying to and fro in 
the Palmetto capital and there has been 
rapid maneuvering in all parts of the 
State. In barrels, in jugs, in bottles, in 
demijohns, in flasks, in buckets, in 
pitchers, in rushing cans the remnants of 
the saloon supplies that could no longer 
be sold have been hurried to the homes of 
consumers everywhere andevery prepara- 
tion has been made for the semi-drought 
expected to follow the introduction of the 
State bars, or ‘‘dispensaries,’’ which 
cannot at first be expected to serve the 
publiclas satisfactorily as the‘old-fashioned 
inns. 

Though the Governor of South Carolina 
fills the place of Chief Barkeeper and 
there is much confidence in his abilities 
it has to be admitted that his experience 
is rather that of a consumer than 
that gained by a barkeeper, his 
conversations with the Governor of North 
Carolina having never given him any light 
on the business aspects of the alcoholic 
demand. The report that the new bar- 
rooms are short on corn whisky is pecul- 
larly discouraging to the new movement, 
whose friends hoped it might be popular 
from the start, but they will have to re- 
member that all beginnings are difficult, 
Distilleries nearly always refuse to sell on 
trust to new saloons, and as soon as Gov. 
Tillman can show them that the State is 
good to any amount the new Wem will 
begin to work smoothly. 

With a profit of 30 to 60 per cent the Gov- 
ernor’s bars will speedily pay all bills, 
and he is confident that the patriotism of 
South Carolinians will at all times keep 
the business up to high fire-water mark.

HOW THE BRAVE BRITISH TARS MET 
THEIR DEATH. © 


They Stood at Their Posts Regardless of 
the Peril Until Ordered to Save Them- 
selves as the Ship Plunged Into the 
Sea—A Graphio Account of the Dis- 
aster by an Officer of the Lost Vessel. 


VALLETTA, Malta, July 1.—Notwithstanding 
the efforts that are being made by the naval 
authorities here to preventthe survivors of 
the Victoria disaster from giving any in- 
formation concerning the logs of the vessel, 
your correspondent has succeeded in oDtain- 
ing from reliable sources a full story of the 
casualty, the frst detailed statement of 
a survivor hig been published, 
Most of the men seen de · 
cline for obvious reasons to have their names 
published, but the reliability of the inter- 
views following may be entirely de- 
pended on. 

A sub-officer who was attached to the vie- 
toria says: 'The fleet was maneuvering 
when Vice-Admiral Tryon signaled to the 
first division to turn sixteen points to star- 
board. The object of this maneuver was to 
bring the ships in position for anchoring. 
Vice-Admiral Tryon either forgot or mistook 
the distance between the two columns, which 
were six cable lengths (3,600 feet) apart. The 
leading ships having turned to- 
ward each other in a. circle, 
the diameter of which was three 
cable lengths (1,800 feet) a collision was in- 
evitable. The Camperdown struck the Vic- 
toria on the starboard side, midway de- 
tween her cat-heads andthe turret. When 
Rear Admiral Markham saw that his ship 
was bound to strike the Victoria he signaled 
for the Camperdown’s engines to be re- 
versed. It was too late, however, to much 
check the Camperdown’s headway, and she 
struck the Victoria a fearful blow. Not only 
did the ram of the Camperdown penetrate 
the flagship, but her forecastle was shoved 
ten feet under the forecastle of the Victoria. 

A bugle call was sounded on the flagship, 
calling all handsto their statiqns, and the 
order given to close the water tight doors in 
the bulkheads a minute before the collision 
occurred. The Camperdown, however, was 
swinging rapidly toward the Victoria, and 
those on the flagship scarcely had time to 
reach the compartments before the vessels 
cametogether. Then the water, rushing into 
the ship through several of the forward 
doors, prevented access to those compart- 
ments. The officers who were in the ward- 
room felt the shock, which was tremendous, | 
and heard the sound of tearing iron 
and the rushing of the water on board. 
A bugle sounded the collision alarm, but 
though everybody aboard knew he was in 
imminent danger, there was not the slighest 
trace of a panic. Perfect discipline was 
maintained and every order was obeyed as 
soon as it was given. The pumps were cleared 
for action and Capt. Maurice Bourke, flag 
captain of the fleet, made an inspection to 
ascertain what bulkhead doors were closed. 
All hands were then ordered to fallin on 
the port side of the ship. The col- 
lision mat and m were got out. An 
attempt was made to place the mat over the 
hole in the forecastle, but it failed. While 
this was being done Commander Jellicoe wae 
engaged in getting the boats out. The ra 
and increasing list the ship was makin 
made this task very dificult.

The Duke DeVeragua’s Recent Article 
in the North American Review.
